Claims 1, 2, and 6-15 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first

Claims 18 and 19 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Imfeld (USPN 4,689,427). 

The 
rejection is withdrawn. 

Previous Double Patenting Rejections 

Claims 18 and 19 were previously provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 18 
and 19 of copending Application No. 10/571,252.
